Growers Get 

North Carolina Charter 

■■ 

The Burley Tobacco Growers' Cp- 
operatve Association, controlling 
nearly IPO.000,000 pounds of burley 
tobacco and . with 50,000 Member*, 
the largest co-operative association 
ever organised in America, has been 
incorporated in the stats of North 
Carolina. 

News of the incorporation of the 
association was received from New 
York in a telegram to Organization 
Mimager Joseph Passonnean at Lex- 
ington from Aaron Sapiro. attorney, 
who drew the marketing contract. 
The incorporation was effected at 
Raleight, N. C, and under the laws 
of that state. As soon as it is made 
legal to do so, which is expected to 
be at the coming session of the gen- 
eral assembly, the association will 
be reincorporated in Kentucky. 

Mr. Sapiro will return to Ken- 
tucky December 9 to advise in other 

matters of detail in connection with 

i 

the permanent organization and the 
elections, which will be held Decem- 
ber 12, and which will be followed tjy 
the district meetings of delegates, 
who will choose directors for the 22 
districts. These directors will hundle 
the affairs of the 50,000 members of 
the association and the sale of their 
tobacco. Mr. Sapiro probably will 
remain in Kentucky until the associ- 
ation has named its directors and is 
actually ready for business.

MEAT CURING SUCCESS 

INVOLVES NO SECRETS 

Curing meat on the farm involves 
no great eecret and can be done suc^- 
cuessfully if a few general princi- 
ples are obsev-ved, according to ani- 
mal hasbandrymen at the College of 
griculture. Thoroughly cooling the 
pork to remove all animal heat be- 
fore the curing starts and trimming 
off all ragged edges and corners be- 
fore the meat is placed in the ear- 
ing solution are the important points 
to be taken into consideration. Car- 
ing by the sugar method is recom- 
menced by the specialists as one of 
the best for Kentucky. 

After the meat has been thorough- 
ly cooled for at least 24 hours it 
should be left in salt for from 18 
to 20 curing days if it is to be pre- 
served by this method. Curing days 
are those on which the meat will 
take salt, this condition not being 
true in freezing weather. After the 
meat has been removed from the vat 
or byi it should be washed in luke- 
warm water to 'remove the ' outer 
coating of salt. At the end of 12 
hours the excess aalt and water 
should have dripped from the pork 
after which the meat may be soaked 
until it attains an amber brown 
color. 

The mixture for sugar curing is 
made by preparing a thick mixture of 
molasses and pepper, one-fifth of 
which is red pepper. No certain 
i i 1 1 1 of either ingredient is pre- 
scribed, but enough should be used 
to make a thick, pasty substance. 
This should be spread over the 
meat. 'which theu should be wrapped 
in parchment paper followed by mus- 
lin and hung in a dry. place where 
the temperature is fairly uniform

REGISTERING ALL VOTERS 

The coming legislature will prob- 
ably he asked to provide for the sub- 
mission to the voters of the state of 
an amendment calling for the regis- 
tration of all voters, those in the 
rural sections as well as the cities. 

It is also proposed to include in 
the amendment tbe elimination of the 
: party emlilems, which niake'it easier 
for the illiterate voters to do the 
bidding of the party bosses. 

This program, if put through, 
would in no way increase the diffi- 
culties of the voters really qualified 
to cast votes, and would do away 
with the power of the unintelligent 
and the illiterate. Along these lines 
the Elirabetbtown News has tbe fol- 
lowing to say: 

"The Louisville Post is authority 
for the statement that there will be 
introduced at the next session of the 
general assembly a bill providing 
for a state-wide registration of tbe 
voters. 

"The plan is that the voters may 
register any time within a year at 
the county clerk's office and that one 




registration is good for a lifetime 
unless the voter changes hia pre- 
cinct. 

"lt"1» aimed at the vicious frauds 
which are continually being perpe- 
trated in the mountains, through 
which the. Democratic party is now 
deprived of a United States senator 
at Washington and which is a con- 
stant threat to Democratic success 
in the stats. 

"The measure should pass. It will 
be momentarily unpopular, because 
of the trouble it will entail, but no 
voter should be so unpatriotic as to 
resent the plan. 

"Weighing the service it will ren- 
der to tbe cause of fair elections 
against the inconvenience caused to 
the voter, every citizen nlo matter 
how remote his residence from the 
county seat, where the registration 
would take ploce, should resolve the 
question in favor of the new plan. 

"We assume 'that the bill will be 
' sponsored by the Democratic party, 
which has invariably been the suf- 
ferer from fraudulent state elec- 
tions. Tvery Democratic vote in the 
two bouses should be cast in favor 
of it, and few Republicans, we be- 
lieve, will hav e the temerity to op- 
pose it." — Shelbyville Record.

SIRES CHECKING 
PROGRESS OF DAIRYING 

The dairy industry in Kentucky 
will make slow prop-** until the 
percentage of purebred Animals re- 
ported in the 1920 censua ie increas- 
ed, according- to J. J. Hooper, head 
of the dairy department of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Censua figures 
■how that only 1.8 per cent of the 
660,794 dairy cattle in the state are 
purebred while only 16 per cent of 
the 7,666 dairy bulls being used in 
herds of the state are purebred. 

"This is a lamentable condition 
that will hold the dairy industry of 
the state in check as long as it con- 
tinues to exist," Mr. Hooper said. 
If the state is to go forward as rap- 
idly as possible in the dairy busi- 
ness the 84 grade and scrub bulls in 
•rery 100 must be replaced by ani- 
mals of better breeding." 

According to the census figures 
the 8,829 purebred catUe in Ken- 
tucky are distributed as follows: 

Ayrshires, 6 males and 14 fe- 
males; Guernseys, 22 males and 18 
females; Holsteins, 443 males and 
1,603 females; Jerseys, 613 males 
and 5,808 females; miscellaneous, 
108 males and 194 females. 

Organisation of county co-opera- 
tive purebred dairy sire associations 
as suggested by the extension di- 



is filling an important place in help- 
ing farmers of the state replace the 
scrub dairy sires on their farms with 
animals of better breeding, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hooper. At the present 
time there are fire suoh associations 
in the state whose 250 members are 
receiving the benflt of well-bred siree 
at a comparatively small cost by 
means of the co-operative plan. 
Campbell, Fulton, Laurel, Whitley 
and Taylor counties already have 
associations and plans are being 
made to carry the work into addi- 
tional counties as rapidly as possi-

Cancer Taking Bigges t 
Toll of All Diseases 

More people in the United States 
are now dying of cancer than of any 
other disease. One woman out of 
evfry eight and on e man out of every 
fourteen, according to the law of av- 
erages, will die of cancer. Cancer 
has been on the increase since 
1880. During the about about 80,- 
000 United States lost their lives. 
The whole nation has mourned for 
them. During the same time 180,000 
United States citisens lost their 
lives from cancer and without caus- 
ing any special comment. 

Cancer seems to be a disease large 
ly of modern times. It is more pre- 
valent in large cities than in rural 
sections and especially is this so in 
the industrial centers. Certain forms 
of cancer ar e associated with the 
workers in certain trades, such as 
the paraffin workers, the coal tar 
and the chimney sweeps of England. 

Cancer was rare among the North 
American Indians, the 'Eskimo and 
the American negroes of slavery 
times. It has become more preva- 
lent with the negro since he has be- 
come a part of modern civilization. 

The cause of cancer is not abso- 
lutely known. Scientists all over 
the world have been continually 
working for the past 25 years to 
discover the cause and cure. The 
belief is that it is caused by some 
form of constant irritation upon cer- 
tain parta of the body. Snch irri- 
tation may be by light, heat, electric- 
ity, X-ray chemicals or mechanical 
pressure. The cells of these certain 
parts of the body begin to multiply 
under constant irritation and as- 
sume such size and distribution that 
illness and death occur. 

The constant rubbing of dirty, 
rough teeth upon the lining of the 
mouth; the irritation of too hot food 
and drink upon the tongue; the pres- 
sure of the pipe stem upon the lips, 
the constant rubbing and irritation 
of warts, moles and scars; repeated

cause cancer. Cancer of the mouth 
is common anion? the natives of cer- 
tain parts of India who chew betel 
nut. Mothers who have a large 
number of children are most likely 
to develop cancer than those who 
have had few or no ehUdren. X-ray 
operators are especially prone to 
cancer through the burns which they 
frequently receive. 

The smoker is especially suscep- 
tible to cancer. In the many cases 
of cancer of the mouth observed, the 
victims are almost invariably smok- 
ers. The pressure and temperature 
of the pipe stem and the irritating 
qualities of the tobacco together 
stimulate the tissue of the lips, the 
cheeks and tongue toward cancer- 
ous growth. 

Cancer is not inherited. Many 
people fear this. Their fears are 
groundless. It is doubtful that even 
a tendency toward cancer is inher- 
ited. In some families there does 
seem to be some slight evidence of 
this. The general prevalence of can- 
cer mitrht readily acount for its oc- 
curring in several members of a fam- 
ily. Some families seem to have a 



success. Thousands of lives all over 
the country might be saved if people 
only knew the importance of recog- 
nizing these early signs. This in- 
formation spread broadcast is the 
most important means of preventing 
cancer. Prevention is vastly more 
important than cure. 

People should be warned against 
the so-ealled cancer "cures." There 
are no such cures as the cancer fa- 
kirs would make one believe. If the 
best brains of the world, after a dil- 
igent search of 25 year cannot find 
it. it is absurd to think that the ig- 
norant charlatan has discovered it. 
Such cancer "cures" may be entirely 
inert and harmless or positively in- 
i jurious. Many cancers claimed to 
| have been cured by these remedies 
were not cancers at all. The claims 
of most charlatans when looked into 
prove to be misrepresentations or 
downright lies. It is easy to cure a 
cancer that never was a cancer. Such 
remedies through their irritating 
qualities might easily cause a harm- 
less growth to develop int oa cancer. 
The most serious result, though, in 
many of these cases is the loss of 
time, so that the cancer gets beyond 
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relatively high degree of immunity the stage of successful operation

In 
other words, it is not a bacterial or 
parasitic infeetion. One might live 
in intimate relations with a person 
with cancer without fear of catch- 
ing it. Doctors and nurses do not 
get it from contaot in performing 
operations. 

Cancer may appear in youth, but 
it generally develop* in persons be- 
*J tween forty and sixty years of age. 
J It begins when the vigor of life 
X wanes and gathers strength as vi- 

fl tality diminishes. 
Cancer most commonly occures in 
" the stomach, intestines, generative 
organs, mouth or breast. It gener 
ally begins as a small lump, painless 
and causing no inconvenience. Be- 
cause of thsi it attracts little atten 
tion. All cancers are curable if re- 
moved at this stage. Most people 
go to the doctor only after it has 
spread so widely that a care is ques- 
tionable. 

All black looking, long standing 
warts, tender moles and hard lumps 
should be considered as suspicious. 
All functional irregularities in wo- 
men should be looked into immedi- 
ately. Constant indigestion on the 
part of one who has prevonsly had 
no indigestion trouble and persist- 
ent loss of weight should give one 
concern, hia early stage a slight 
and inaigniflcant operation will pre- 
vent the development of cancer. 

Cancer ia being treated by X-ray 
and radium. This treatment is not 
guaranteed as a cure. When used 
it must be naed judiciously and only 
by expert operator*. Oreat benefit 
may then be derived. The only real 
core for cancer known to the medi- 
cal profession is operation.

95 Per Cent of Growers 
May Be In Weed Pool 



When the books of the Burley To- 
bacco Growers' Co-operative Asso- 
ciation close December 10, the mem- 
bership will total 90 or 95 per cent 
of the total number of tobacco grow- 
ers in the district, if the ratio of 
gain for a week is maintained, was 
the statement made by Joseph Pas- 
sonneau, organization manager, who 
had charge of the formation of the 
association through the campaign 
for signatures. Mr. Passonneau 
said that the membership alreadf 
bad reached 50,000 and was growing 
every day, as reports came in from 
the different counties of the district, 
in which outside growers have had 
the opportunity for 10 days to sign 



the association contract. 

"With the opening of the mem- 
bership books of the association," 
said Mr. Passonneau, "new 
have joined the association, 
more extensively than had been an- 
ticipated. If the same rate of sig» 
up continues until the 10th of DeQ 
cember, the pool will undoubtedly 
reach the 90 per cent mark before 
the books are finally closed. In fact, 
I would not be surprised if we suc- 
ceeded in getting more than 95 per 
cent of all burley tobacco growers 
in the four states represented in the 
contract. 

"When the pool was declared as 
formed on November 16, something 
over 42,000 contracts had been turn- 
ed in to the organization. This num- 
ber has been swelled to over 50,- 
000. This does not mean, however, 
that 8,000 names have been added. 
Reports on a considerable amount 
of tobacco that had been pledged 
prior to November 15 did no* reach 
headquarters in time to be included 
in the^ figures represented in the re- ^ 
port on November 16, and is conse- ^ 
•luently included in the additional- 
8,000 contracts. 

"We have not as yet totalled all 
of the tobacco represented • in (he 
contracts received since November 
15, but inasmuch as the 42,000 con- * 
tracts counted in on that date rep- 
resented 175,000,000 pounds of te- 
bacco, if the same ratio is maintain- 
ed, we probably have pledged at the 
present time about 190,000,000 
pounds. 

"In point of memlwrship the Bur- 
ley Tobacco Growers' Co-operative 
Association is the largest co-opera- 
tive in the United States. In addi- 
( tion, when measured in the terms of 
percentage signed up to the associ- 
ation, it is the strongest pool that 
ever has been organized. It ia true 
that some of the California co-oper- 
ativs now have 90 per cent pools, 
but this 00 per cent has been ob- 
tained after several yean of saqmg * 
eessful operation. I know of no co™ 
operative anywhere in the Ijf" 1 ** 
States that was successful .in letting 
an 85 per cent pool pruA- to its in- 
corporation."

that the defendant often had been 
forced to stand guard at night to 
prevent his father from killing his 
mother with a dirk knife, which he 
carried. 

He charged that the victim waa a 
drunkard and* that his real reason, 
which the defense would prove, in 
trying to get the defendant away 

from the house which they previous- 
ly h»« occupied jointly, was in order 
to set up a moonshine still. 

Further, Mr. Spencer said in his 
address, the senior Schumaker was 
feared by members of his family and 
that after the defendant and the de- 
fendant's wife had gone to the home 
ofthe wife's relatives at Argyle, in 
Powell county, Mrs. John Schuma- 
ker, Jr., would not permit the de- 
fendant to return to the home of 
the senior Schumaker, which he was 
forced to do to feed stock left there, 
unless he was accompanied by an- 
other person. 

Attorney Spencer reconstructed 
the happenings of the day of the kill- 
ing for the jury, saying that the vic- 
tim was armed with the dirk, which 
he had carried for aeven years, and 
a pistol or revolver in addition. 

He declared that character wit- 
nesses would be introduced to show 
that the defendants, Hobert and 
Herbert, twins, brothers of John 
being tried jointly as accessories in 
the murder, were honest, industrious 
and sober and never had been in 
court prior to this trial. 

In declaring that the defense 
would prove that the senior Schu- 
maker was a degenerate, Mr. Spen- 
cer declared that on one occasion 
before the birth of one of his chil- 
dren he became angry when he learn- 
ed that a doctor had been summon- 
ed for the expectant mother and 
dragged her from the bed and beat 
and pinched her. 

Further, he declared that if it was 
necessary to prove his claim, the

John 
was in a nervous condition, the wit- 
ness said. 

J. R. Allen, deputy sheriff, testi- 
fied that he arrested John Schuma- 
ker at the home of his mother-in- 
law at Argyle. The twins were ar- 
rested at Kiddville. Mr. Allen de- 
nied implied questions by the defense 
counsel that he and other officers 
had intimidated the defendants. The 
witness said the twins stated that 
John shot their father.

HOW TO HELP THE EDITOR 

Here are seven homely ways in 
which anyone can help the editor. 
They were presented by a country 
editor on community newspaper day 
during Farmers' Week at Cornell: 

First of all, give him the news; he 
wants it. Oive it to him, even though 
sometimes it does not get in his pa- 
per. He hasn't time always to tell 
yon why some piece of news is not 
used; but ten to one he has a per- 
fectly good and impersonal reason. 
Give him the news, even you may 
not be especially interested in it. 
Some folks never think to give the 
editor news except when they ar» 
concerned in it one way or another. 

Second, don't give him a piece of 
■ews and tell him you want it printed 
just as it is written. There's a right 
and a wrong way to do even such a 
simple thing as writing an article for 
a country newspaper. One editor 



had to leave town because he print- 
ed every piece of news just as it was 
handed in — spelling, punctuation and 
all— and printed it with the name of 
the person who gave it to him. 

Third, don't try to play a joke 
through the paper unless you explain 
it to the editor. A thing in cold 
type looks a lot different and sounds 
different from a thing repeated by 
word of mouth, when the voice, the 
facial expression and a gesture, per- 
haps, help fo show its meaning. 

Fourth, don't worry for fear the 
editor is making too much money; 
you should want to see him be pros- 
perous. He can and will give yon u 
Setter paper. 1^ will be less likely 
to have a compromise with his con- 
M t-!:<-e over certain kinds of adver- 
tising. And, anyhow, he can't m;ike 
a big fortune out of his paper; he 
will be lucky if he ran keep it> go-

MEETING OF PAROLE 

COMMITTEE OF BOARD 

The kodak pictures of the min- 
strel troupe — all oonvicts — that a 
negro trusty snapped after the dress 
rehearsal preparatory for the per- 
formance on Thanksgiving Day and 
had in readiness for distribution to 
the members of the parole commit- 
tee of the State Board of Charities 
and Correction are evidence that the 
inmates of Kentucky's prisons are 
given opportunity for recreation as 
well as for study and work. The 
committee held its meeting at Ed- 
dyville Wednesday, November 23, 

■ < 

and it must b e said in passing that 
while remuneration for the pictures 
was tentatively refused at first, at 
the "long last" it was not utterly 
■corned. 

The parole committee, which held 
a session interrupted only by a re- 
cess of 20 minutes for lunch, from 
10:30 in the morning to 5 o'clock, 
or train time, in the afternoon, ex- 
amined the cases of 39 prisoners, 
who, under the law, are eligible for 
parole consideration. 

All during the day each prisoner 
as he was admitted had the crime 
for which he was convicted and his 
sentence read to him, and was ques- 
tioned closely in regard to his life 
and environment previous to his in- 
carceration; then his record as a 
prisoner was examined in detail — 
how many rules hed been disobeyed, 
how much "good time" (number of 



days a month taken from the sen- 



tence varying from 



the first 



year tn ten the third year and after, 
as a reward for good behavior) 
had been lost, etc., etc. If there was 
any cause for discussion, any 
chance for a difference of opinion, 
the prisoner was dismissed from the 
room until a decision was reached 
by the committee. 

A favorable decision brought the 
convict back to be questioned still 
further in regard to the possibilities 
of his finding suitable work, in re- 
gard to the person who would as- 
sume responsibility for sending a re- 
port to the board every month 
whether the parole is being kept in 
good faith, until the time the com- 
mittees sees It to dismiss him from 
supervision. If all this information 
was reudy at hand — and almost all 
with clean prison records were well 
provided with letters from friends, 
relatives or employers, the chairman 
of the board, E. S. Tachau, or the 
commissioner of institutions, Joseph 
P. Brers, told tlje prisoner that the 
board would recommend to the gov- 
ernor that he he paroled, and that if 
the recommendation was accepted, 
and the parole officers was satisled, 
after the investigation with the con- 
ditions that would surround him 
during the period of his supervision, 
that he would lie paroled. Then fol- 
lowed an explanation of what it 
means, in the eyes of the law, to be 
paroled, and a warning of what in-

evitably follows the breaking of the 
parole, and lastly an earnest plea 
for a life of self-respect and law- 
abiding citizenship, with the promise 
of friendship and assistance from the 
board and the parole officers so long 
as he walks the street called 
"Straight." 

Bat some of the decisions were 
not favorable — many of them — and 
the prisoners were brought back, not, 
however, to be dismissed merely with 
the refusal of the board to grant 
the parole, but to be shown how they 
still had the opportunity to make 
good, and to cut short the term of 
imprisonment, even if it took an- 
other year to do it. Some were up 
a second time for consideration who 
had followed such advice given a 
year ago. 

This parole work was organized 
in April, 1920. Up to June, 1921, 
there were 717 prisoners put under 
parole supervision, and of that 
number 603 were reported satisfac- 
tory at the time of the expiration 
of their period of supervision or 
death. This is a percentage of 
84.1 of the whole number; the re- 
maining 114, or 15.9 per cent, which 
are shown as unsatisfactory, in- 
clude 82 that are out of touch with 
the parole officers, many of whom 
will be found not to have violated 
their paroles, except that they have 
changed their employment without 
permission. 

These figures will indicate the 
scrupulous care with which the 
board has maintained an even bal- 
ance between the' consideration of 
the welfare of the prisoners and its 
responsibility to safeguard the com- 
munity.

CO OPERATION LOWERS 

COSTS OF MARKETING 

Co-operative shipping associations 
are famishing one of the cheapest 
methods whereby farmers of the 
state can market livestock, accord- 
ing to reports received from organ- 
izations in different counties by D. 
O. Card, marketing specialist at the 
College of Agriculture Not only 
have the associations saved their 
members money in plsoing stock on 
the market, but also they have had 
a tendency to improve the class of 
livestock raised in the territory cov- 
ered by the associations and have 
developed a spirit of co-operation 
among farmers of the community. 
Co-operative livestock shipping asso- 
ciations are among the most simple 
of co-operative marketing organiza- 
tions and constitute one of the eas- 
iest methods by which farmers may 
undertake this form of work, accord- 
ing to Mr. Card. • 

During the past year members of 
the association in. Ballard county 
have made an average saving of ap- 
proximately $80 on each of the 77 
cars of stock which they have ship- 
ped, a report from R. B. Wilford, 
manager of theassociation, states. 
The total saving of 77 cars when 
16,000 ^pounds was taken as an av- 
erage carload was more than $fl,000. 
It cost members of the association 
an average of about 85 cents a 
hundred to ship co-operatively, 
whereas it had cost them from $1.3g 
to $1.75 to ship through a local 
buyer before the association was 
formed. 

Similar results are being obtained 
by an association recently organized 
in Union county, the cost of ship- 
ping hnving been reduced about 30 
cents on the hundred pounds by 
measo of the co-operative plan. This 
association has shipped five carloads 
up to the present time at a cost of 
from 35 to 45 cents a hundred' 
pounds. Marketing through a local 
buyer cost farmers in the county 
from fi5 to 75 cents a hundred

The Onton Livestock Shipping As- 
sociation in WebBter county, one of 
the newest ones to be organised, al- 
ready has obtained results which in- 
dicate that the association is to be 
successful in reducing marketing 
expenses.
